Fort Wayne—“The Papacy is a 
bulwark of not only Catholicism, 
but of all Christianity, and, indeed, 
of all religions,” Dr. George 
Shuster, president of Hunter Col- 
lege, declared here last Sunday 
in the third lecture of the Catho- 
lic Evidence Series.

‘Protestants and 
Other Americans United’ instead 
of sounding the praise of a martyr 
for the Christian faith, met in 
Washington to consider ways and 
means of deepening the prejudices 
of the Communists, the Freethink- 
ers, the Atheists. the Jews, the 
Masons, and other groups in our 
country, unfriendly to Christianity 
itself, but less friendly to the Mo- 
ther Church, the world-wide 
Church, the universal Church. That 
is why in Roumania, the Commun-

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Four Million 
Catholics In 
Protestant Areas 


Former Hitler 
Headquarters 
Serving Refugees 


Frankfurt—(NC)— Of the five 
and one-half million German Cath- 
olics expelled from Eastern areas 
since the end of the war, over 
four million now reside in West- 
ern German regions which form- 
erly were predominantly Protest- 
ant, according to a survey of the 
Rev. Paulus Sladek, O. S.. A. 
Of these about two and one-half 
million come from Bohemia and 
Moravia (Czechoslovakia), 1,800,- 
000 from Silesia, 600,000 from 
Yugoslavia, Rumania and Hun- 
gary, and 500,000 from East Prus- 
sia and neighboring territories. 


The Protestant churches count 
7,600,000 adherents among the ex- 
pellees, whose total is estimated 
at nearly 14 million. German char- 
itable organizations continue to 
struggle with the unprecedented 
problem cf accommodating these 
eople in the overcrowded area of 
Vestern Germany, and say that 
coping with it is a superhuman 
task. They feel that it will re- 
main unsolved and some day may 
become the most serious handi- 
cap to European reconstruction, 
unless emigration is made possi- 
ble. 


Adolf Hitler’s former quarters | 
in the district of Friedheim near | 


here, which during the war was 
known as “Adlerhorst” (Eagle’s 
Nest), soon will be the home of 
60 Catholic refugees from Sudet- 
enland. The “bunkers” of heavy 
concrete, which had served the 
Fuehrer as a hideout until they 
were bombed to smithereens by 
the American Air Force, have been 
transformed into peaceful home- 
steads. Five of these dwellings 
now near completion. The whole 
project will provide 50 homes 
and is to be finished within two 
years.

. Cardinal Mindszenty, the edi- 
tor of the Nashville Banner, Feb- 
ruary 12, 1949, observed: — 

“One of these days it might be 
unlawful—an offense punishable by 
imprisonment or death—to mention 
Ged within territory emcompassed 
by the Hammer and Sickle.” 

This reminds us of a priest, the 
author of “God’s Underground” who 
was jailed in Prague, tortured in- 
humanly in an effort to induce him 
to sign confessions of guilt which 
appeared to him fantastic. He was 
taken from prison to prison in or- 
der to subjected to the 
“third degree” by new guards, new 
methods of torture, and who would 
present new charges for him to 
sign. After weeks of this, during 
which he refused to sign anything, 
he was finally told by a Communist 
officer just why they were trying 
to force him to admit a dozen 

F charges of which he was entirely 
innocent: 

“We want a very simple thing. 
We want a written confession that 
you and your Church are our ene- 
mies, That is truth enough isn’t 
it? ... Until you and your God 
are as dead as Jupiter and Osris 
there can be no lasting truce. You 
know that as well as I. You know 
that the two systems are complete- 
ly incompatible. If Christianity 
and Communism make common 
cause for a few months, as they did 
against the Nazis, that is just a 
matter of. tactics. As soon as the 
Nazis were destroyed the old death 
struggle between our two systems 
began again ... We are going to 
discredit you and men like you. We 
are going to make the people be-

Bulgaria’s Persecution 
Of Christian Leaders 


oS Lehae from Bulgaria on Febru- 
ary 17 apprised the world that 
only “approved Bulgarian citizens 
would be permitted to act as 
clergymen or church officers.” This 
is not a surprise to us. 
We have told our readers a hun- 
dred times during the past twenty 
years that Communism is just as 
much opposed, in principle, to 
Protestantism as to Catholicism, 
but has hitherto directed its darts 
chiefly against the Catholic Church, 
because it is a bigger Church, and 
in the Soviet-controlled countries, 
it is the only Church outside the 
Orthodox which has a large mem- 
bership.

gime, but rather cooperate with it, 
only means that he would unify 
the people more. 

The Russian people, it must be 
understood, are not Communist. 
Only three out of every one hun- 
dred of them are affiliated with the 
Communist Party. The people con- 
stitute the proletariat which is en- 
slaved by the small minority, while 
Russia would have the world be- 
lieve that the proletariat is ac- 
tually running the country. 

Communism is basically atheistic, 
and so declares itself over ‘and over. 
How, then, could it condone the 
presence of representatives of the 
churches? Toleration might be per- 
mitted during the time a more per- 
fect opposition organization is he- 
ing formed, but once the Comman- 
ist Party has full control over the 
lives of the entire citizenry, relig- 
ion must be banned, unless, as we 
have mentioned above, one particu- 
lar church offers itself as a tool to 
the state. But since such a relig- 
ion betrays the God Whom it is ex- 
pected to serve, it cannot long} 
endure as a Christian organization. 
It is not even permitted to instruct 
youths under the age of eighteen 
and, therefore, the rising genera- 
tion will have no use for it. 


The sad fact is that while all 
religions are given encouragement 
by the Constitution of the United 
States, atheism, on which Commun- 
ism is built, is growing rapidlv in 
our midst, because we too forvid 
by law the instruction of youths 
unless it be done only in the 
churches and in Sunday Schools, 
which one-half the population of 
the nation never attends. 

A secularistic society must grow 
out of a citizenry which is not im- 
bued with religion, and a secularis- 
tic system is atheism at least in 
practice.

National churches founded in 
England, Switzerland, Scotland, 
Germany, Russia have declingd 
much.

Christ’s 
Kingdom, or His Church on earth, 
was to be a world-wide kingdom 
in which the citizens of every 
country, loyal to their own nation 
in matters temporal, were to be

There was 
to be ‘one flock and one Shepherd’ 
in the ,wide world. All mankind 
were to be brothers and sisters 
not only in relation to one anoth- 
er, but also brothers and sisters of 
Christ under one Heavenly Father. 
For them St. Paul tell us ‘there 
was to be one God, one faith and 
one baptism.’ 


“Such a situation ‘did exist in 
all Eprope for nearly 1000 years, 
when Christ’s prayer was realized

one.’ 


“We do not mean that there was 
no nationalism in those days. Prac- 
tically all the wars of Europe dur- 
ing that millennium were due to 
ambitious emperors, kings and 
princes, but that did not affect 
the unity of faith. Quite often the:

ing of national churches then, as 
it is for the rulers of Russia, Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
to attempt to found national 
churches now, having ndé connec- 
tion with the Universal Church 
founded by Christ, and no source 
of international unity.” 

Aren’t different Protestant bodies 
trying to unite in order to make 
their church more universal or 
ecumenical? 

“Yes, they are. But because of 
their wide variety of beliefs, they 
will not be able to effect more than 
what is proposed by leaders in 
this movement, either along the 
lines of a Federal Union as pro- 
osed by Rev. E. Stanley Jones, 
Methodist, or along the lines of 
an organized merger as proposed 
by Rev. Truman Douglas, Congre- 
gationalist, 

“However neither the Federal 
Union nor the organizational ar- 
rangement would create unity. At 
best it could only create coopera- 
tion in most matters except doc- 
trine. On several occasions two or 
three Protestant denominations 
have united, and in Canada there 
exists what is known as ‘The 
United Church of Canada,’ from 
which Episcopalians and Presby- 
terians and some other bodies have 
remained aloof, 

“Then you have read about the 
World Congress of Protestant and 
Orthodox Churches, which was held 
in the summer of 1948 in Amster- 
dam, Holland, where, it is claimed. 
141 different organizations had rep- 
resentatives. This was the second 
of such congresses, and while great- 
fer interest is now being shown in 
the movement, not much was ac- 
tually accomplished at either con- 
gress. 

“But let us suppose that all 
Protestant organizations actually 
merged, could they effect that in- 
ternational unity which depends 
upon a supernatural supreme au- 
thority? There would be no divine 
backing for whatever authority 
was agreed on and, therefore, the 
constituent members would not be 
certain of the accuracy of the doc-., 
trine they would be taught. | 
“Even in a single large city in 
the United States in which thirty 
or forty denominations are repre- 
sented, there is much mutually con- 
tradictory teachings. Ministers 
are frank to admit that they are 
not absolutely certfin in their own 
minds whether the Scriptures are 
inspired, whether there is such a 
thing as original sin, whether 
baptism is necessary for salvation, 
whether there is an everlasting 
hell, or even a ‘resurrection of the 
body.’ And some are not even 
convinced that Christ was divine. 
“Certainly no external union of 
all the Protestant churches in the 
world would, effect the unity which 
the Founder of Christianity had in 
mind. At most this external unity 
would resemble the unity of a 
forest in which trees of various 
species stand side by side. The 
unity which Christ had in mind 
was that which is noted in a tree, 
whose root and trunk and branches 
and leaves have the same nature; 
and any part of which could be 
identified as belonging to the whole. 
The unity Christ had in mind was 


of the Jacobite Sect in Asia. It 
is fifteen centuries old.. The text 
was used by Archbishop Mar Ivan- 
ios, Metropolitan of the Trican- 
drum, in India, in a letter to Mar 
Ignatus, Jacobite Patriarch of An- 
tioch, The former Archbishop em- 
braced the Catholic faith in 19380, 
and he was followed by three Bish- 
ops, 129 priests, and 60,000 of the 
laity who had belonged to this fif- 
teen-century old Eastern sect. Mar 
Ivanios wrote to Mar Ignatius: 


“Your Lordship recognizes the 
authority of the Namo-Canon of 
Bar-Hebraeus as the ‘authentic 

ide of the canon law for the 
acobites. Well, thé first versicle 
of the seventh chapter says: ‘There 
will be four Patriarchs in the four 
cardinal points of the globe and 
the Head of them all must be the 
Patriarch of Rome.’ 


“He also quoted from the Brevi- 
ary used in the Antioch Patriarch’s 
own diocese: 

“‘Moses is the head of the Old 
Testament; Simon Peter is the 
head of the New Testament. Both 
are very similar and God abides 
in both. Moses received from God 
the tables of the Law; Simon re- 
ceived from God the keys of His 
Kingdom; Moses built the Taber- 
nacle; Simon built the Church.

T. JOSEPH Academy is a private 

high school for girls and is 
situated upon one of the highest 
of Cincinnati’s seven hills. It is 
an imposing brick edifice with 
thirty acres of surrounding ground, 
a beautiful landscape with tall, 
stately pine trees and numerous 
evergreens, 


The students have enjoyed many 
a prayerful and happy moment 
near the Grotto of Our Lady of

Thus every Lent should become 
for us a further striving for holi- 
ness, for purification, a wrestling 
and struggling for the soul’s im- 
provement. The various Lenten ex- 
ercises are only means and pre- 
requisites for a richer forgive- 
ness: “Who by fasting of the body 
dost curb our vices, dost lift up 
our minds, dost give us strengt 
and reward” (Preface for Lent). 


Remove Obstacles 


First of all, we must. through 
our efforts, united with the work- 
ings of. grace, remove the ob- 
stacles from our soul, we must 
renew our incorporation with 
Christ and with the communion of 
Saints; only then can Christ work 
in us, sanctify and transform us. 

The proper Christian attitude 
towards Lent is contained in the 


49th chapter of his holy Rule, in 
which St. Benedict a down his 
demands of his monks: “Let us 
add something to the usual amount 
of our service, special prayers, ab- 
stinence from food and drink, that 
each one offer to God ‘with the 
joy of the Holy Ghost’ of his own 
accord, something above his pre- 
scribed measure; namely, let him 
withdraw from his body some- 
thing of food, drink, sleep, speech, 
merriment, and with the gladness 
of spiritual desire await holy 
Easter.” 


Baptismal Renewal 


Above all, Lent is for the soul 
a period of baptismal recollection 
and renewal; it implies gratitude 
for the grace of baptism and a 
better, deeper understanding of 
the sublime call received in bapt- 
ism, of the ineffable gifts which 
this holy sacrament has brought 
us. Likewise it is a time for a 
newer and deeper consciousness of 
the rene, ang which we took up- 
on ourselves when making the bap- 
tismal promises. We ask ourselves 
questions like these: 


Have I really kept my oft-re- 
peated promises faithfully? 

Has God and His service al- 
ways occupied the first place? Or 
have I served other gods, as so 
many lax and mediocre Christians 
have? What about the idols of 
the world, money, pleasure, the 
body and its creature comforts? 
Have I not first and foremost 
striven after 
esteem of men, after money, hon- 
ors and praise, after vanity and 
success ? 


Have I not lived in sin, accord- 
ing. to my own perverse will and 
egotism? Baptism initiates a life 
which demands further develop- 
ment. This new, holy, spiritual 
love, this association with the suf- 
ferings of Christ and His Church, 
as baptism implie8, demands that 
it be lived and carried out. Other- 


greatness and the|' 
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Who is in heaven.” With Jesus and 
Mary we should bravely, resolute- 
ly and resignedly pronounce the 
difficult “fiat”: “Thy Will be done 
... not as I will but as Thou 
willest.” ... “Behold. the hand- 
maid of the Lord, fiat.” 

We should live for God accord- 
ing to His will, His honor and 
His interests. We should work, 
suffer, struggle, deny ourselves, 
labor for Him and with Him. 
Our hands we should use for 
Him; we should speak with 
our tongue only what is pleasing 
to Him; we should walk only 
whither He can accompany us. Our 
mind should busy itself only with 
Him and...with whatever comes 
from Him; our heart should love 
Him alone and everything else in 
Him and ep account of Him; our 
health, talents, faculties and skills, 
our time, everything belongs to 
Him and should be subject to His 
holy Will! 

How have we corresponded to 
all this up to now? Assuredly we 
want to act more zealously, gen- 
erously and joyfully! With greater 
fervor of spirit we shall endeavor 
to pray during the, holy season: 
“Glory be to the Father, and to 
the Son and to the Holy Ghost,” 
“All for the glory of God.” With 
more attention and devotion we 
shall make the sign of the Cross, 
(a -brief but powerful form of 
baptismal renewal); and we shall 
pray our Credo with more in- 
tense faith and love and determ- 
ination.

Wu On Chinese 
New Testament 


Vatican City—(NC)—His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII has gent an 
autograph letter of congratula- 
tions to the Chinese Minister to 
the Holy See, Dr. John C. H. Wu, 


on completion of his translation of 
the New Testament into Chinese. 


The Holy Father’s letter writ- 
ten in English, expresses apprec- 
iation of the years of painstaking 
labor devoted to the work, hopes 
that through it the people of 
China “may have more ready ac- 
cess to this inexhaustible treasury 
of heavenly doctrine,” and prom- 
ises “constant and fervent pray- 
ers for the welfare of your dear 
nation in these days of ‘sorrow 
and tribulation.” 


Dr. Wu has flown to China for 
consultations with Premier Sun Fo 
and other officials. While there 
he will also see about the publi- 
cation of his New Testament. 


The major gum of the work, 
Dr. Wu stated ore leaving, was 
done during the years of the war 
with Japan from. 1942 until 1945. 
Since coming to Rome in 1947 as 
Chinese Minister, he has done 
considerable research in the great 
libraries and consulted experts of 
the Biblical Institute for further 
criticism ard revision. 


Official approval and designa- 
tion of this work as the official 
Chinese translation of the New 
Testament has been given by the 
Sacred Congregation for the Pro- 
pagation of the Faith. 

Dr. Wu has had the benefit of 
the active personal collaboration 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
during the entire work of translat-
